One  of  the  greatest  perplexities  in  ev¬ 
ery  mail-order  business  is  the  mailing 
list.  It  can  be  either  the  life-blood  of  an 
organization,  or  a  mechanism  for  destroy¬ 
ing  all  profits  and  even  the  business  it¬ 
self.  All  mail-order  executives  know 
this  and  it  is  constantly  one  of  their 
greatest  problems.  To  illustrate:  this 
year,  in  addition  to  mailing  my  literature 
to  those  who  have  ordered,  I  will  be 
mailing  at  least  one  hundred  thousand 
copies  to  those  who  have  never  ordered 
from  me.  This  is  because,  as  a  matter 
of  courtesy,  I  have  been  happy  to  mail 
my  literature  to  all  those  who  have  asked 
me  to  do  so.  Naturally  this  becomes  a 
more  and  more  burdensome  proposition 
as  the  list  increases;  and  it  eventually 
becomes  a  drain  on  ones  resources.  There 
is  therefore  a  practical  side  that  can¬ 
not  be  overlooked  in  these  days  of  en¬ 
forced  economy.  I  would  like  to  con¬ 
tinue  all  names  on  my  mailing  list  in¬ 
definitely,  but  unfortunately  this  is 
neither  practical  or  possible.  Every  year 
I  drop  several  thousand  names  that  have 
not  produced  results.  This  year  business 
conditions  compel  a  severe  pruning  of  the 
list.  This  is  a  most  difficult  task,  be¬

look  so  much  alike;  and  my  clerks,  who 
necessarily  handle  these  lists,  cannot 
tell,  by  looking  at  a  name,  whether  it 
should  be  kept  on  the  list  or  not.

The  system  I  have  adopted  is  as  follows;

ING  THIS  YEAR,  WILL  BE  KEPT  ON 
THE  MAILING  LIST  FOR  ONE  OR 
MORE  YEARS,  DEPENDING  UPON  THE 
SIZE  OF  THE  ORDER  RECEIVED. 

ALL  THOSE  WHO  HAVE  NOT  ORDER¬ 
ED  ANYTHING  MAY  BE  KEPT  ON  THE 
MAILING  LIST  FOR  ANOTHER  YEAR 
BY  SENDING  10c  NOW.  I  send  out  sev¬ 
eral  pieces  of  literature  annually,  a 
spring  folder,  a  fall  bulb  folder,  etc.  The 
10c  of  course  does  not  cover  the  cost,  but 
it  does  give  us  a  clue  to  those  who  are 
really  interested,  and  makes  a  name  on 
the  mailing  list  something  more  than  a 
name  to  the  clerks  handling  the  lists. 
The  fact  that  I  had  dozens  of  Magazine 
and  Newspaper  articles  printed  last  seas¬ 
on  alone,  would  seem  to  justify  my  be¬ 
lief  that  the  10c  will  be  a  good  invest¬ 
ment  on  the  part  of  any  garden  and 
flower  lover.

These  vei'y  beautiful  Iris  Species  are  among  the  most  remarkable  of  all  Irises  on 
account  of  their  delicacy  of  color,  smooth  texture,  intricate  veining  and  unique  forms.  No 
two  of  them  bear  any  resemblance  to  each  other.  One  of  them,  “Arenaria”,  is  a  tiny  min¬ 
iature  for  the  rock  garden;  the  others  are  all  of  average  size  and  height. 

They  are  perfectly  hardy  in  our  coldest  weather,  but  require  the  protection  of  a  cold 
frame,  not  for  protection  from  frost,  but  for  protection  from  excessive  moisture  during  the 
summer  months,  so  that  they  can  be  covered  and  allowed  to  die  down  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  after  they  have  finished  flowering,  at  which  time  they  require  a  period  of  rest.  This 
is  accomplished  by  withholding  all  moisture  during  the  summer  by  protection  of  a  cold 
frame.  Given  this  treatment  they  flower  profusely  in  my  gardens. 

Where  only  a  few  are  grown  the  same  results  may  be  obtained  by  potting  them,  bury¬ 
ing  the  pots  in  the  ground  in  the  fall  where  they  are  left  until  flowering  season.  After 
they  have  finished  flowering  the  pots  may  be  lifted  and  put  away  to  dry,  keeping  them 
dry  all  summer  and  burying  the  pots  again  the  coming  fall,  or  taking  them  out  and  re¬ 
planting  them  at  that  time. 

The  best  soil  is  a  combination  of  sand  and  ordinary  garden  soil,  with  a  liberal  per¬ 
centage  of  peat  mixed  in,  and  some  bone  meal  for  fertilizer.

They  are  perfectly  hardy  in  the  north  and  while  they  prefer  considerable  moisture,  they  do 
well  in  any  average  garden  soil,  in  full  sun  or  semi-shade.  Plenty  of  peat  and  well  rotted 
stable  manure  will  suit  them  best.  They  should  also  prove  especially  suitable  for  the  water 
garden,  provided  the  water  does  not  freeze  around  them  during  the  winter.
